Washington-Going Slow 
On Porto Rico, 


Miles Will not Start Until He 
is Well Equipped, 


Lesson on Transportation from 
Santiago Campaign. 


NERVOUS STRAIN RELAXING. 


Departments Can Lay Plans 
in Cold Blood. 


Europe Shall not Again Criticise 
Our Unpreparedness. 


The Commanding Officer Has Ten

DEWEY PROBABLY REINFORCED. 


Monitor Monterey a Stand-off for 
the Germans—No Dfficultjes With 
That People Expected—State De- 
partment Kills Sensations, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—The War 
and Navy Departments are now en- 
gaged in making all of the arrange- 
ments for the dispatch of the Porto 
Rican expedition and Watson’s east- 
ern squadron. There has occurred one 
of those natural pauses in the ;rogress 
of the cam; ¥ign incident to the com- 
pletion of one set of operations. There 
being no possibility of the. receipt of 
news of a great battle or of a surren- 
der, there is less excitement and less 
evidence of nervous strain than for 
days past. 

Gen. Miles’s expected departure was 
again deferred. The explanation given 
was that there was difficulty expected 
at Santiago in securing the naval con- 
voy for the expedition. It is known, 
however, in addition that the Pres‘dent 
himself has restrained Gen. Miles to 
the extent of adjuring him in earnest 
terms not to commit the folly of start- 
ing for Porto Rico without the most 
complete preparations. The govern- 
ment has profited by the lessons taught 
by the Santiago expedition. Aside 
from the actual loss of life that might 
be expected as the result from a badly- 
calculated start, it is realized that our 
relations with some of the European 
powers would be, in a small measure at 
least ,impaired by the adverse moral 
effect created by anything approaching 
a defeat for the American arms at this 
stage of the war. Therefore it is cer- 
tain that, so far as the department can 
prevent, Gen. Miles’s forces will not be 
short of food or of tents to protect 
them from the tropical rains, nor of the 
means for transportation that were so 
deficient at the beginning of the San- 
tiago movement. 

Gen. Miles reported this afternoon 
that he had with him ten transports 
which it is presumed have aboard sev- 
eral thousand _ soldiers, although at 
least two of them are fitted with equip- 
ments. The men aboard ship are suf- 
fering from, delay precisely as did the 
soldiers who lay in Tamva Bay before 
the departure of the Shafter expedition. 
Inquiry made at the Navy Department 
to ascertain where the delay had arisen 
in securing convoys was met with the 
statement that the orders to Admiral 
Sampson in this matter were very gen- 
eral. He was simply directed by the 
department to furnish convoy, and it 
was assumed that he would confer with 
Gen. Miles as to the number and char- 
acter of vessels required for that pur- 
pose. As the campaign from a naval 
point of view is to be principally a land 
movement, the naval officers do not be- 
lieve a very extensive convoy is neces- 
sary. 

According to the calculations at the 
Navy Department, Admiral Dewey’s 
fleet at Cavite should now be reinforced 
by the coast-defense vessel Monterey, 
which, with the collier Brutus, has now 
been about twenty days out from Hon- 
olulu. With the addition of this fine 
and powerful monitor, Dewey ‘will be 
amply able to take care of himself so 
long as the naval forces in the Philip- 
pines are maintaining the relative pro- 
portions they now occupy. However, 
the disclosure by the State Department 
of the lack of foundation for the sen- 
sational stories of strainéd relations 
with Germany has largely abated the 
anxiety entertained at the Navy De- 
partment as to Dewey’s position at Ma- 
nila. 

The War Department was agreeably 
surprised at the number of bids re- 
ceived in answer to its proposals for 
transporting the Spaniards now at 


| Santiago to Cadiz. The terms offered

diately. The bid from the Spanish 
steamship company was a surprise to 
the department officials, and at least 
one of them thought that it might be 
good policy for the government to ayail 
itself of its offer. 

Dr. Greenleaf’s last report to Secre- 
tary Alger from the American camp at 
Santiago came this afternoon, and this 
was to the effect that while the yellow 
fever was widely spread among the 
troops, it was very mild in form. Gen. 
Duffield, who has been suffering from 
the disease, was reported to be im- 
proving yesterday. 

The open statement from the Cuban 
Legation here today made to the War 
Department officials that they were 
prepared to accept as proper the pro- 
gramme laid down by Gen. Shafter for 
the government of affairs at Santiago, 
is but a prelude, it is hoped, to in- 
structions from that body to the Cuban 
generals in the field, Gen. Gomez and 
others, that will tend to prevent a 
repetition of the conduct that has 
jeopardized the relations between the 
American and Cuban soldiers. 

THE ACCEPTED BID. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, July 20.—The con- 

tract for transporting home the Span- 
ish prisoners of Santiago has been 
awarded to J. M. Ceballos, New York 
agent for the Spanish Transatlantic 
Company. 
A NOTABLE UNDERTAKING. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Arrange- 
ments practically were concluded by 
the governmeént tonight for the trans- 
portation of the Spanish prisoners at 
Santiago from Cuba to Spain. The 
contract was awarded to the Spanish 
Transatlantique Company, represented 
by J. M. Ceballos & Co. of New York. 
The company agrees to carry the pris- 
oners from Cuban ports to Spain at 
the rate of $20 for each enlisted man 
and $55 for each commissioned officer, 
subsistence to be furnished by the com- 
pany on the army ration basis, as pro- 
vided for in the government's adver- 
tisement for bids. The award provides 
also that the company shall have five 
ships at Santiago in nine days from 
tomorrow (the inst.,}) two in sev- 
enteen days from tomorrow, and 
enough to complete the transpor'.tion 
of the prisoners in twenty-on days 
from tomorrow. } 

Two days ago, Col. Hecker, in 
of the transportation o* troops in the 
quartermaster-genera]’s department of 
the army, went to New York to consult 
with shipping companies concerning 
the transportation of the Spanish 
troops surrendered at Santiago. Bids 
which he had previously advertised for 
were opened at the Army building in 
New York today. Col. Hecker re- 
turned to Washington this evening. To- 
night he had a conference at the War 
Department with Secretary Alger, 
Quartermaster-General Ludington and 
Adjt.-Gen. Corbin. The bids of the 
several companies were considered, that 
of the Spanish Transatlantique Com- 
pany finally being accepted as in all 
respects it was regarded as the best 
made. On the basis of 24,000 enlisted 
men and 1000 officers, it will cost the 
government $535,000 to transport the 
prisoners. 

The ships will fly the colors of Spain 
and will be manned, probably entirely, 
by Spanish crews. It was remarked tc- 
night as one of the curious develop- 
ments of the war that the United States 
government should enter into a friendly 
contract with a company, many of 
whose vessels are auxiliaries to the 
Spanish navy, and some of which have 
been captured or destroyed by the 
navy of the United States. 

RIOT AT MAYAGUEZ. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT] 

NEW YORK, July 20.—A special dis- 
patch to the Journal from St. Thomas, 
D. W. I., reports that a serious riot be- 
curred at Mayaguez, Porto Rico, on 
Sunday, resulting in the killing of nine 
persons and the wounding of many 
others. Spanish residents of the place 
attacked natives, whom they. accused 
of being American sympathizers, and 
intending to aid the invading army 
from the United States. ° 

NEW SET OF PLANS. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 20.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says: 

“While the details of Gen. Miles’s 
plan of operation in Porto Rico are not 
divulged, it is known that they are 
wholly unlike those necessitated by the 
peculiar conditions at Santiago. In- 
stead of having a single city as an 
objective point, Gen. Miles has got to 
secure control of an entire island and 
occupy a number of cities, estublishing 
a system of thorough and effective gotv- 
ernment in all its districts. 

“The chief city of San Juan can only 
be taken by the navy in coéperation 
with a large force ashore, as it is prac- 
tically impregnable on its land side, ex- 
cept by tedious siege with heavy artil- 
lery. The island is, in round numbers, 
a hundred miles long and forty miles 
wide, and even its unhealthiest coast 
ports are seldom visited by yellow 
fever. Mos tof the Spanish troops in 
Porto Rico are gathered at San Juan.. 
and it is Gen. Miles’s intention to land 
at least thirty-eight miles from that 
stronghold and occupy other important 
places, while the heavy double-tur- 


| reted monitors and other armored ves- 


sels of the navy destroy San Juan's 
fortifications and compel its surrender 
by bombarding if necessary. 

“If the navy part is completed as 
speedily as scheduled in the programme 
approved by the War Board and other 
authorities here, that city will be ready 
for Gen. Brooke’s occupation almost by 
the time that he can reach there. 

“Gen. Miles’s advance force con- 
sists of three regiments of volun- 
teer infantry of Gen. Garretson’s 
brigade, the Sixth Illinois, the Sixth 
Massachusetts and light batteries C 
and M of the Seventh Artillery, which 
started from Tampa several days ago, 
are to meet him off Mole St. Nicholas. 
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These batteries are the first in the 
American army to be equipped exclu- 
sively with smokeless powder, and were 
selected by the commanding general on 
this account. Gen. Miles does not ex- 
pect to be dependent upon subsistence 
stores forwarded from this country 
during his campaign, as was the case 
with the army before Santiago. 

“Porto Rico has not been devastated 
by the Spaniards, and it is believed 
that American gold will buy all the 
food there necessary for the troops. 
Fresh meat will probably be found in 
as great abundance as it is in most 
States of the Union, and altogether, no 
difficulty is anticipated in living on the 
country. The towns to be captured 
outside of San Juan ore small, with two 
exceptions, Ponce and Mayaguez. The 
former is the most modern and thor- 
oughly progressive city in the West In- 
dies. It has 15,000 inhabitants, and is 
said to be the healthiest place in the 
island. It also contains the only Pro- 
testant church in the Spanish Antilles, 
and, in addition to its three first-class 
hotels, a chamber of commerce, a 
theater and a bank, possesses a per- 
fectly-equipped American fire depart- 
ment. The residence of the military 
commander is thera, dnd its popula- 
tion is almost altogether engaged in 
mercantile pursuits. Its harbor, two 
miles distant, admits vessels of twenty- 
five feet draught. Its climate, though 
Warm, is never oppressive. Yellow 
fever has never been known there. 

‘“*‘Mayaguez, the third city in impor- 
tance, faces Mona Channel on the west- 
ern side of Porto Rico. It has 20,000 
population, the majority white, and its 
exports are chiefly coffee and sugar. 
Its climate is excellent, the tempera- 
ture never exceeding 90 deg. The city 
is connected by railway from Aguadillo, 
in the northwest of the island, and an- 
other railroad runs to Lares, half way 
towerd Arecibo, which is on the north 
coast, fifty miles west of San Juan, 
with which it is connected by rail. 
Mayaguez will probably be the first 
town occupied by Gen. Miles.”’ 

TRANSPORTS AND TROOPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Gen. Miles 
telegraphed the War Department this 
afternoon announcirg the arrival there 
from Tampa of the transnvorts Lam- 
pasas and Neuces last night with about 
600 men on board. These are supposed 
to include the District of Columbia en- 
gineers and an artillery battery. Gen. 
Miles states that he now has ten trans- 
ports with him, and it is presumed they 
are laden with troops. He complains 
that the men are very tired waiting 
for their naval conVoy, and says some 
of the horses have died from the ef- 
fects of being taken aboard ship and 
kept there. 

MILES WANTS TO LEAD.

TRUSTS UNCLE SAM. 


Cuban Junta Hastens to Reas- 


sure the Government. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Sefior Que- 
sada and other representatives of the 
Cuban junta have been in consulta- 
tion with officials of the War Depart- 
ment today. The United States offi- 
cials sere assured that there was no 
dissatisfaction with the management 
of affairs in Cuba, so far as tne Cuban 
representatives were concerned, and 
that if Garcia and other Cubans oner- 
ating about Santiago were not in_har- 
mony with the United States author- 
ties, it.arose from a misunderstanding 
of the President's proclamations and of 
the intentions of the United States 
government in the premises. 

The Cubans at Santiago, it was 
stated, probably thought that the ac- 
tion -of Gen. Shafter meant the con- 
tinuation of Spanish rule and Spanish 
authority. It being. well understood 
here that such was not the case, it was 
the belief of the Cuban represent&tives 
itmat when the matter was made plain 
to the Cuban officers in the field they 
would acquiese in, the action of the 
United States and render the United 
States army heafty support. 

The Cubans assured the war officials 
that nothing was further from their de- 
sires than a rupture with the United 
States forces and authority. It also bhe- 
came known that the junta had sent 
dispatcnes to Gen. Garcia and other Cu- 
ban officers that their course at San- 
tlago was not approved by the junta, 
and if persisted in would result in 
serious injury to the Cubans. It is 


+ believed that the representations made 
will bring about a better understand- | 


ing between the Cuban officers and the 
Americans. The opinion was expressed 
at the War Department that the better 
class of Cubans in the island will have 
no sympathy with those vo would 
bring about trouble, but that it is 
the lower and vicious classes who de- 
sire to loot and plunder the city.

St. Paul Will Be Ready Next Week. 
Will Carry the Forces Origin- 
ally Assigned to Her—Camp 
Merritt Condemned. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—Orders 
have been issued by Maj.-Gen. Mer- 
riam directing the troops designated 
for the Rio de Janeiro to embark Friday 
afternoon, and directing her to sail 
Saturday. Sixty officers and 900.men 
have been assigned to the Rio de Ja- 
neiro, including many officers of Maj.- 
Gen. Otis’s staff who were left behind; 
Brig.-Gen. Otis and staff, two bat- 
talions of the South Dakota Volunteers, 
105 officers and men of the Utah Vol- 
unteer Artillery and 53 men of the Sig- 
nal Corps. 

The St. Paul will be ready some time 
next week, possibly by Tuesday, and 
will probably carry the troops origin- 
ally designated for her by Maj.-Gen. 
Otis, one battalion of the South Dakota 
Volunteers, recruits of the First Colo- 
rado Volunteers, recruits of the Thir- 
teenth Minnesota Volunteers and part 
of the Signal Corps detachment. 

Camp Merritt was formally con- 
demned as a nuisance by the Board 
of Healt today. The camp has long 
engaged the attention of the board, 
and while it wasthe subject of consid- 
erable legislation and correspondpence, 
no decisiveaction was taken until today. 
As the military authorities decided to 
remove the location cf tthe camp to 
the Presidis scme days ago, the action 
of the Board of Health was taken 
merely for recording purposes, pre- 
sumably. 

The Scandia has been inspected, and 
proves to be one of the finest troop- 
ships in the United States service. She 
can easily carry 1500 men, and has 
much available snace for accessories, 
hospital conveniences, extra baggage 
and so forth. She is so large that it 
will probably take about two weeks to 
prepare her. The work has begun, but 
her immense size makes progress slow. 

What commands are to be assigned 
to this troopship, the last to go before 
the repetition of the first and second 
expeditions, is agitating every soldier’s 
breast in the camps at the Presidio 
and Bay District track. 

Although there has been no official 
assignment of troops as yet, this vessel 
will most likely be filled up with the 
smaller commands of the expeditionary 
forces, leaving the whole regiments at 
the further disposal of the War Depart- 
ment. The battalion of California 
heavy artillery, Maj. F. S. Rice com- 
manding, .will be included without 
doubt. They are in excellent shape, 
and Gen. Miller is anxious that they 
should have the next opportunity. 

The battalion of engineers, Maj. 
Lanegfitt commanding, the division field 
hospital, the remainder of the signal 
corps for Manila and whatever re- 
cruits are left over from the regiments 
that have already gone to the Philip- 
pines, will make up the complement. 

This will leave of the entire expedi- 
tionary forces only about 5000 men, in 
round numbers, the four volunteer regi- 
ments, the Seventh California, Ten- 
nessee, Kansas and Iowa Infantry. 
Another arrangement decided on be- 
fore the Scandia is made ready may, ot 
course, include one of these regiments. 

Active preparations have begun for 
the abandonment of Camp Merritt for 
the Presidio. The post quartermaster 
at the Presidio, Capt. Thompson, and 
his assistant, Lieut. Hirsch, Twenty- 
third Infantry, are making all arrange- 
ments for the reception of the troops 
at the Presidio. A new water system 
of pipes near the surface of the ground 
will be laid, and the question of drain- 
age carefully attended to. The troops 
will be moved, regiment by regiment, 
as rapidly as possible, but probably not 
for several days yet. The authorities 
will wait until the Rio de Janeiro has 
sailed before they give their full atten- 
tion to the matter. The division field 
hospital will be removed to the Presidio 
tomorrow morning. 

SENATOR PERKINS INFORMED.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Seventh California 
Regiment will sail for. Manila, prob- 
ably on the steamship Scandia, as soon 
as she can be made ready. After 
weeks of waiting on the part of the 
officers and men of the gallant Sev- 
enth, the suwpense was ended tonight, 
when it was learned that Senator Per- 
kins had received telegrams from Sec- 
retary of War Alger stating that the 
Seventh would go on the Scandia next 
week.

These are one bat- 
talion of the South Dakota Regiment, 
the recruits of the First Colorado Regi- 
ment, recruits of the Thirteenth Min- 
nesota Regiment, and part of the signal 
corps. The St. Paul is still on the dry 
“dock. 

The Johnson-Locke Company has 
chosen three vessels to take the troops 
to Honolulu, the Lakme, Alliance and 
Tillamook.

REPUBLIC OF CUBA. 


Advocates of Recognition Now 
Glad Congress Refused It. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 


NEW YORK, July 20.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says. 


“The adminstration is now very well }. 


satisfied that Congress, in passing the 
declaration of war, refused to recog- 
nize the government of the republic of 
Cuba. When the resolution was under 
consideration the friends of the republic 
made support of the recognition a very 
urgent condition, some of them insist- 
ing that to declare independence with- 
out recognition of the government of 
the republic, would be an empty friend- 
ship to extend to the insurgents. Even 
the men who then advocated recogni- 
tion are beliéved to have become con- 
vinced that it would have been a seri- 
ous mistake to have undertaken, that 
as soon as Cuban territory was cap- 
tured, it was to be turned over to the 
care of the Cubans. 

“Cuban help of the United States 
troops has been acknowledged repeat- 
edly, but the recent reports from the 
camp at Santiago and neighborhood 
have in some measure impaired confi- 
dence in the Cubans and their fitness 
to assume the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment, even in Santiago. ‘The ad- 
ministration does not accept without 
question these fragmentary reports 
concerning the Cubans that have come 
to the War and Navy departments, but 
there is so much testimony that is dis- 
quieting that the President is disposed 
to be specially thankful that Congress 
did not impose upon him the duty of 
turning over Cuba, as fast as subdued 
by the United States, to the unham- 
pered control of the Cuban soldiers 
and citizens. ‘> 

“The Cubans at Santiago seem to 
have anticipated the President’s proc- 
lamation when they selected Gen. De- 
metrius Castillo to be Governor of San- 
tiago as soon as the city should be cap- 
tured. There was no consultation with 
the commanding general of the United 
States forces before this was done. 
There was consideration of the people 
of Santiago when Castillo was chosen 
to rule over it after Spain had yielded 
control. There was no announcement 
by. Castillo as to what his purposes 
would be when he was allowed to as- 
sume the Governorship. 

“The reports of today, setting forth 
that some ill feeling has developed 
among the Cubans toward the United 
States, and that this may yet result in 
resistance to the United States forces 
by Cubans, exactly supports the expec- 
tation of a member of the Cabinet who 
recently spoke of the prospect in Cuba. 
A State Department officer has also ex- 
pressed the fear that before lons the 
United States will be occupying about 
the same attitude toward the Cubans 
that Spain has maintained for at least 
two years. 

“Tue Cubans are rather expected to 
develop strong opposition to the senti- 
ments expressed in President McKin- 
ley’s proclamation setting forth what 
is expected to-be done by the United 
States in the captured provinces in 
Cuba. Something savage in the Cuban 
mind, made evident by the looting of 
El Caney and Siboney as soon as the 
opportunity occurred, desired to find 
expression in the looting of Santiago, 
already looted by the soldiers of Spain. 
The President does not propose tnrat 
any Cuban city shall be looted by the 
troops of the United States, or the al- 

‘The first effort is to be to restore as 
fully as possible the opportunities of all 
residents to resume their customary 
vocations. B they Cubans or Span- 
ish, they are to Nave a chance to take 
up the vocations dropped when war 
compelled the suspension of business. 
Then the city is to be kept clean. 
Neither Cuban nor Spaniard can be de- 
pended upon to do this. The Cubans 
might as well make up their minds 
to show that they are fit to govern, 
before they can exvect to be trusted 
to govern. The proclamation of the 
President does not make difference be- 
tween the natives of Cuba and of the 
Peninsula. The Svnaniards will not be 
permitted to butcher or persecute the 
Cubans. The Cubans will be. prevented 
from wreaking their vengeance upon 
their former persecutors, This may dis- 
appoint the men who expected to drive 
every Spaniard from Cuba. 

“‘The war by the United States,’ 
said a member of the administration, 
‘is against the government of Spain, 
and to free Cuba from its misrule. It 
is not against the people of Cuha, 
whether Spanish or Cuban, or to set 
up Cuban misrule, and the Cubans may 
as well make up their minds that the 
administration will adhere to the policy 
of fair treatment to all classes of the 
population that surrender to the forces 
of the United States.’ 

“There is great possibility that when 
the friends of Cuba have opportunity 
to communicate with the insurgent 
leaders in Cuba, they will admonish 
them that wisdom and a good hope in 
the future of the island, will demand 
that suggestion carried in the procla- 
mation. The President will not stand 
beside men who seek an opportunity to 
revenge themselves at the expense of 
the Spaniards, for the cruelties suffered 
by Cuba for many years, 

“Tine people of the cities and towns, 
presumably the people who are inter- 
ested in property, will, if they are in 
sufficient numbers, hold the municipal 
control, and if they exercise it proper- 
ly, will be permitted to do so. There 
willl be no forcible wresting of power 
from those who by numbers are entitled 
to hold it, and in moderation use it, 
and there will be no forcing upon the 
majority, the administration of the 
courts and civil powers by men whose 
only .title to it is that they fought 
with Gomez or with Garcia. 

“There has been no disposition on 
the part of the United States, civil or 
military officials at any time, to dis- 
regard the Cubans or to belittle their 
assistance. To the best of their little 
ability it is admitted, they have ren- 
derded service at times very useful. 
At no time, however, ‘thas the adminis- 
tration been disposed to assent to the 
proposition that insurgents in.Cuba-had 
proved ability to assume all the func- 
tions of government that the Spanish 
are expected to yield. Should the Cu- 
bans, by the mistaken advice of their 


leaders, assume so hostile an attitude 


toward the United States as to make 
it necessary to treat them as enemies, 
the condition avill be regretted but it 
will not make any difference in the 
determination that Spain shall no 
longer govern the island. 

‘“‘\fembers of the administration re- 
gret very deeply the information, from 
Santiago indicating that the Cubans 
are more intent upon vengeance than 
thev are for securing tranquillity un- 
der a government that will deal fairly 
with all people, whether native or for- 
eign born. They will consider it most

British Stagesmen Yearning for an 
Anglo-American Alliance in the 
Far East—Hope We Keep 
the Philippines.

MADRID, July 20, 5 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] Sefior Sagasta and Gen, 
Correa, Minister of War, declare that 
the latest news from the Philippines 
is of the most favorable character. 
Gen. Correa’s advices indicate that the 
insurgents are now displaying “only a 
lukewarm hostility toward the Spanish 
troops.” 

Capt.-Gen. Augusti sends an official 
dispatch asserting, under date of July 
14, that, while the blockade is becom- 
ing very strict, the enemy has lost 
heavily in several recent engagements, 
“by which the morale of the American 
forces has been weakened, and the 
Spaniards have been greatly encour- 
aged.”’ ~The dispatch alleges also that 
“the garrison is ready to fight to the 
death,’ and that Gen. -Monet and sev- 
eral officers who had escaped from Ma- 
tabebe, have arrived. 

Capt.-Gen. Augusti concludes as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘Modestly and without exag- 
geration, which is contrary to my 
character, I have described with loyal 
candor the situation, to which I’ am 
consecrating all my efforts for my 
country and my King.” 

An official dispatch from Capt.-Gen. 
Blanco announces that the greatest en- 
thusiasm prevails there, and the feeling 
in favor of resisting the “Yankees” is 
universal. It further asserts that the 
commanders of the volunteer forces, 
at a conference under the presidency 
of Gen. Arolas, military Governor of 
Havana, resotv®@ to ‘exhaust their re- 
sources and die, rather than surren- 
der.”

MANILA DEFENSES. 


Dons Have Burrowed Intrench- 


ments and Fortified Hills. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—A Chron- 
icle special from Cavite, dated June 
23, says: 

“In case of the expected bombard- 
ment of Manila, the area to which the 
Spanish may retire will be limited to 
the American and insurgent lines sur- 
rounding the city. There may come 
the struggle, for the Spaniard has bur- 
rowed intrenchments, and fortified hills 
and knolls for the final struggle. It is 
known here that every energy is bent 
within the city to prepare it for the 
final struggle. The people are ex- 
horted by the clergy and military au- 
thorities, and their hones are buoyed 
by false reports as to relief from Spain, 
and Spanish triumphs in the West In- 
dies and along the Atlantic coast. 

“Augusti is credited with an asser- 
tion that he can muster 150,000 troops. 
No one seriously believes that he can 
marshal 20,000. The city seems as 
nearly ready for the conflict as the 
material in the hands of the Spanish 
can make it. ; 

“The German fleet now 
counting supply vessels, includes the 
Cormorant, Kaiser, Kaiserin Augusta. 
Irene, Prince William and their weight 
of metal exceeds that of any other fleet 
here. The British fleet includes the Im- 
mortalite, Bonaventure and Rattler, but 
the presence of so many Germans is 
expected to draw other ships. The 
French have the Brux and the Pascal, 
and the Japanese, the Matushimi. 

“It is freely predicted that there wil] 
be a long and bloody resistance at 
Manila.”’ 


WOUNDED SPANISH TROOPS. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT} 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—A Chron- 
icle special from Cavite, of June 19. 
says: 

“One hundred and eighty-five 
wounded Spaniards were sent into Ma- 
nilatonight underthe Red Cross flag. 
They were part ofthefruits of the cam- 
paign that the rebels have conducted 
against Manila for seven weeks past, 
and their removal was a relief to 
themselves and their captors.

NEW YORK, July 20.—The London 
correspondent of the Tribune, writing 
under date of July 6, says: 

“There is no reason to doubt that 
nearly all the influential readers in 
English public life are hoping that the 
Americans will retain contro! of the 
Philippines after the close of the war 
with Spain. They don’t profess to be 
disinterested in their advice, nor to 
look at the question from an Ameri- 
can point of view. They frankly admit 
that the occupation of the Philippines 
by either Francé, Germany or Great 
Britain will subject the relations of 
European powers to a dangerous strain. 
and they favor permanent American 
control of the group in the interest of 
peace. They are also sensible of the 
great advantage which England wouw’d 
derive from the moral and diplomatic 
support of the United States in all ques- 
tions relating to China and the Far 
East if the American flag were raised 
at Manila forall time.

“Tord Kimberly has een at the 
head of the Foreign Office, and is one 
of the most cautious and sagacious 
leaders of the Liberal party. The 
cpeech which he made at the American 
dinner this week was of great sig- 
nificance, and has been Widely discussed 
here. He said in part: ‘Common lan- 
guage, although a very strong bond 
between people, is not the strongest 
bond. A far stronger one is a commun- 
ity of interests.’ 

Continuing, Lord Kimberly said: 

“The interests of the two peoples run 
largely on the same lines, and they 
could look forward to aé_ friendship 
which may be enduring, and for the 
benefit of both countries. The United 
States is at the parting of the ways, 
and the time has come when the Amer- 
ican people will take a larger interest 
in what goes on in other parts of the 
world. I believe that if they should 
so extend their interests in other parts 
of the world, it would be a signal ad- 
vantage to the English people, because, 
although that people think they are 
strong and can stand a lot, yet it can- 
not be a matter of indifference to them 
that a sister nation is coming to stand 
by their side. Once the two peoples 
parted in anger, they have now re- 
turned to friendship. May that friend- 
ship be long and enduring.” 

Not a word was said about the Phil- 
ippines, but the context involves the 
application. Where the English speak 
of the extension of the American in- 
terests “to either parts of the world” 
they do not refer to the Spanish West 
Indies, which are geographically close 
to the United States. Their thoughts 
ere centered upon the Philippines and 
China, where they ar@ently desire to 
see “a sister nation stand: by their 
side.’ Lord Kimberley, with less re- 
serve than one would hawe expected 
from a former Foreign Secretary, 
frankly confessed that American coép- 
eration in that quarter would be a sig- 
nal advantage to the Engiish people. 
This is also the view of Sir William 
Hareourt, Mr. <Asquith, Mr. Arnold 
Morley, .Sir Charles Dilixe and other 
There are 
two Liberal leaders who are. suffi- 
ciently broad-minded to reflect se- 
riousiy and deliberately upon the con- 
sequences of a new colonial and im- 
perial policy, so far as Americans 
themselves are concerned. John Mor- 
ley, one of the most sincere and disin- 
terested friends of American institu- 
tions to.be found in England, will prob- 
ably regret the entrance of the United 
States upon a career of foreign expan- 
sion as a dangerous experiment, which 
may interfere with the real interests 
of American civilization. 

Another friend of everythnig Ameri- 
can is James Bryce, who has not hesi- 
tated to express his distrust and ap- 
prehension of the tendencies toward 
colonization and enlargement of em- 
pire, and to forecast grave changes in 
the Constitution as inevitable if these 
new policies are adopted. 

On the Unionist side there is no more 
outspoken edvocate than Mr. Cham- 
berlain of an American policy of ac- 
tion in the Philippines. Lord Salis- 
bury not only represents the old schoo! 
of British diplomacy, based upon con- 
servatism, prudence and sobriety of 
judgment, but heis 2 alsosilent states- 
man who guards jealously his own se- 
erets, Arthur Balfour knows the 
Prime Minister's mind respecting 
American policy in the Philippines if 
anyone does, and there is no other 
Englishman who is more enthusiastic 
respecting the possibility of a common 
basis of action in the Far East for 
England and America. 

-Every Unionist hopes that the Amer- 

icans will retain the islands. For- 
wards and moderates stand together 
on this question. With the great par- 
ties practically united in Parliament 
for American occupation of the islands, 
the opinion in the clubs of the city 
and in the press is running strongly in 
one direction. American residents 
wherever they go hear the expression 
of English hope and expectation that 
the United States will not withdraw 
from the Philippines.

As yet Morales has not an- 
nounced himself a candidate for the 
Presidency, but he makes no secret of 
his desire to defeat Cabrera, who would 
like to succeed himself. Morales is get- 
ting an army about him and collect- 
ing arms and ammunition. He is now 
at Marerues del Suchiate, not having 
dared enter the city of Quesaltenango. 
Some time ago Cabrera, who succeeded 
President Barrios, issued a decree of 
amnesty to all political refugees, but 
Morales fears for his life should he 
take advantage of the decree.

SANTIAGO SCENES. 


Victors and Vanquished Meet- 


“ing on Friendly Terms.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


10 a.m.—Hundreds of American and 
Spanish soldiers, who but a few days 
ago were shooting at each other, crowd 
the streets of Santiago today, meeting 
and mixing in the most friendly terms. 
A general feeling of good fellowship is 
evinced everywhere, victors and van- 
quished apparently being equally re- 
joiced that the strife and bloodshed are 
over, and that the horrors of the siege 
are ended. 

Quaint stores with displays of wares 
are reopening rapidly, and the store- 
keepers eagerly accept American money 
and courteously receive American cus- 
tom. The narrow, cobbled _ streets, 
grilling in the fieree sunshine, are 
crowded from mornig to night by chat- 
tering groups of uniformed Spanish 
soldiers and crowds of laughing, rol- 
locking men belonging to Gen. Shaf- 
ter’s army. 

Great barge loads of provisions and 
supplies have been going to the wharves 
all day from the Cross steamer, State 
of Texas and the U. S. army  sup- 
ply ships, and there is evidence that 
privation is rapidly disappearing. 
Along the water front, under every 
awning, dozens of women and chil- 
dren may be seen munchig hard tack, 
and food is being distributed very rap- 
idly about the plaza facing the palace 
and in the numerous airy cafés, where 
the officers of the opposing armies 
lounge throughout the day. , 

The Americans are buying swords, 
medals and bottones from their late foes 
and all talk cheerily whenever an inter- 
preter can be obtained. 

About 4000 Spanish troops still re- 
main in the city, but the majority of 
them will be removed so soon as a 
camping ground beyond the rifle pits 
can be arranged. The American troops 
are being removed from their old en- 
campments behind the trenches. to 
cooler and better spots in the hills north 
of the town. 

Our officers appear to be ignorant as 
to the disposition of the Fifth Corps, 
but the general impression is that but 
few of the troops now here will be 
taken to Porto Rico. The harbor is 
crowded with transports, but, as an- 
nounced at Gen. McKibben’s headquar- 
ters, no orders for embarking the 
troops have been received, and it is not 
believed any of them will be imme- 
diately taken away. The officers say 
there is no reason for this, as the 
health of the city is remarkabiy good. 
They assert that there is not a -ase o% 
yellow fever in Santiago, and that there 
&re but few cases of smallpox. The 
streets look fairly clean, and the city 
shows signs of care taken by the Span- 


fards to prevent an epidemi: during 


the siege. 

jen. Shafter has placed a censor in 
charge of tre cable office, and only sov- 
ernment d‘spatches are allowed tuo he 
sent today. It is said, however, that 
press and commercial dispatches will 
be received, subject to the censor’s 
blue pencil soon—probalby tomorrow. 

Spanish merchants who have been in- 

terviewed on the subject say they ex- 
pect business to revive at once, and 
hope to have large investments of 
American capital within the next year. 
There seems to be no race hatred, the 
bitterness being all directed against 
the Madrid government, which is 
charged with gross mismanagement of 
Cuba and bungling during the conduct 
of the present war. 
The hospital headquarters are still 
located at Juragua. Two deaths from 
yellow fevre were rep rted there, but 
the names of the victims have not been 
made public, The physicians say that 
there are but few new cases appear- 
ing, and that the epidemic is under 
control. They also think that the dan- 
ger to the army is about passed. 

Gen. Miles is at Guantanamo on the 
Yale, and is said to be arranging the 
details of the Porto Rican expedition. 
It is reported here that a large army 
will sail from the United States this. 
week, and that Gen. Miles, with a ma- 
jority of Gen. Henry's troops, which 
are not yet embarked, will go direct to 
a vicinity of San Juan within a short 

me. 

Most of the ships of Rear-Admiral 
Sampson’s fleet are also lying in Guan- 
tanamo Bay. The New York and 
Brooklyn have spent the day almost 
under the shadow of Moro Castle, lying 
as close iri shore as possible. Commo- 
dore Schley, with a party of cfficers, 
visited the city this morning, coming 
up the bay in a steam launch. The 
commodore called on Gen. McKibben 
and strolled about the streets, making 
several purchases, and apparently 
greatly enjoying shore leave. He was 
received with great respect by the 
Spanish officers who learned his name. 
Lieut. Miley of Gen. Shafter’s staff 
left here this morning with a troop of 
cavalry, mounted, under Capt. Breit, to 
make the rounds of the entire military 
district of Santiago de Cuba, and for 
the purpose of receiving the formal sur. 
render of the Spanish forces. He goes 
first to San Luis, where there are 
about 4500 of the enemy’s troops. L’eut. 
Miley will then receive the surrender, 
in order, of 800 men at Cobre, 1200 at 
Catalina, 2500 at Guantanamo and 3500 
at Baracoa. A total of 20,000 Spaniards 
are expected to yield their arms to this 
one troop of cavalry. After reaching 
Baracoa, Lieut. Miley will be com- 
pelled to ride straight across the coun- 
try to the coast, accompanied by the 
Cuban guide. He will proceed under a 
white flag for protection, but Gen. 
Toral has sent members of his staff 
ahead to notify the Spaniards of the 
terms of the surrender. 

The wound of Gen. Linares is much 
more serious than reported. His left 
arm has been amputated, and tonight 
he is in a serious condition.

NEW YORK, July 20.—Bids for the 
transportation of the Spanish troops, 
which surrendered at Santiago. were 
opened in the quartermaster's depart- 
ment in the army building today. The 
bids call for the transportation of 1°00 
officers and 24,000 enlisted men, to be 
transported from Santiago de Cuba to 
Cadiz. Spain, or amy other port that 
may hereafter be designated. Cabin 
accommodations are to be furnished for 
the officers and third-class or steerage 
for the enlisted men. The men are to 
be provided with suitable galley ac- 
commodations, and the United States 
requirements as to space privileges 
and ventilation are to be strictly con- 
formed to.

The department is under 
obligations not«to place aboard steam- 
ships to be used for conveyance of the 
troups any soldiers having yellow fever, 
so it will probably be nec2ssary to 
place the surrendered camp under very 
rigid sanitary rules, and then sift out 
carefully all persons showing the faint- 
est symptoms of disease. 

When the others have been isolated 
for a sufficient time, making sure that 
they have not contracted the fever, 
they will be ready to board ship, but 
it can be readily seen that the adop- 
tion of these precautions involve con- 
siderable delay in the return of the 
Spanish troops to Spain, and it is 
doybtful if this move can be made 
within a month. This delay ts unfor- 
tunate, in view of the possibility of 
trouble ensuing from the presence of 
the two armies, as well as the Cubans 
at Santiago, but as the Spanish officers 
have been or will be paroled, it is pre- 
sumed they will use their influence 
among the enlisted men to prevent any 
friction. 

Secretary Alger has cabled to Gen. 
Shafter directing him to cause to be 
prepared at the earliest possible mo- 
ment a complete list of the American 
soldiers suffering from yellow fever, as 
well as those who have lost their lives 
from that disease. This then will be 
telegraphed to the War Department, 
and it is expected will serve to allay the 
suspense of the relatives and friends 
of our soldiers. 

It is believed that the naval contingent 
of the Porto Rico expedition, composed 
of ircnclads which are to make the at- 
tack upon the San Juan fortifications 
started last night from the base of 
Santiago directly for San Juan. The 
Navy Department, however, declines as 
yet to rescind its rule regarding the 
disclosure of information relative to 
the movement of the naval vessels. 
News came to the Navy Department 
today from Gibraltar that three Span- 
ish transatlantic steamships had taken 
refuge in that neutral port, heaving 
learned that Commodore Watson's 
squadron had appeared off Cadiz. As 
a matter of fact, Commodore Watson 
has not yet started, and it is not he- 
lieved that any concealment will be 
made of his movements when he does 
start. 

Word has come to the department 
that the Spaniards in Porto Rico have 
succeedd in landing from the wreck of 
the steamer Lopez nearly all the cargo 
carried by that ship when she was run 
ashore and set on fire by one of the 
American cruisers. The Lopez was 
loaded with supplies and was about to 
run the blockade into San Juan when 
she was cornered. It was hoped the fire 
had destroyed her cargo. 

The State Department has decided 
that it is not necessary to give formal 
notice to the world of the abandon- 
ment of the blockade at Santiago. The 
capture of the town is supposed to be 
sufficient notice to everybody con- 
cerned.

Plant’s Strange Christening. 
[Godey’s Magazine:] About two cen- 
turies ago a Russian nobleman travel- 
ing in Mexico saw and admired the 
maguey plant, which is a native of 
Mexico. 

The plant was so much admired by 
the Russian for its beauty and utiiity 
that he was eager to have growing 
specimens in his own country. So, 
when leaving Mexico, he procured some 
roots to take home to the Czar as a 
present. 

On his first visit to court, after he 
reached the capital city, he told of the 
wonderful plant and asked permission 
of the Czar to present to him the spec- 
imens which he had. The Czar gra- 
ciously granted his request, and gave 
the roots to the court gardener, who 
promised to give the plants his best at- 
tention; but, unfortunately, before he 
could plant them properly, as he in- 
tended, he was taken suddenly ill, and 
died without having accomplished any- 
thing. 

Another gardener was appointed. In 
the mean time the roots lay in the sack 
in which they were first placed. The 
new gardener, not knowing their value, 
threw the sack away ,and it lay un- 
heeded in a corner of the garden day 
after day. Some time afterward his 
little daughter picked up one of the 
roots, and, in a playful mood, »lanted 
it, but paid no further attention. The 
Czar had forgotten all about it. In 
course of time the ruler died, and also 
the second gardener. 

The plant in after years put out a 
few spikes for leaves, but did. not 
thrive in the cold air of Russia. It 
grew very slowly, and its origin was 
not Known to any one save the wife 
of the former gardener and the child. 
that planted it. 

Years passed, and still the strange 
plant, with its thick, long,  straicht 
leaves, now nearly six feet tall, did not 
bloom, but as it grew taller, it at- 
tracted notice, and the new Czar some- 
times looked at it, and wondered if it 
would ever bloom. 

In time he, teo, died, and still the 
maguey bloomed not. ' 

But just after the coronation of an- 
other Czar, a stalk shot up from the 
root of the plant and rapidly grew 
to the height of twenty feet. Soon 
many clusters of small buds apneared, 
which slowly unfolded and became 
white blossoms.

Some 
of the editors who were inclined to 
take the side of Spain at first now 
promptly admit that when the war 
broke out they did not know of the 
many grievances which the Unite 
States has borne during the past thirty 
years, by reascn of Spanish misrule in 
Cuba.

GEN. SHAFTER. 


FIRST TIME UNDER FIRE. 


THE EMOTIONS WHICH A SOLDIER 
EXPERIENCES IN BATTLE. 


A Vivid Description and Analysis of 
His Sensations by One Who Was 
a Writer and a Fighter During 
the Civil War. 


[New York York Commercial Adver- 
tiser:] A question of considerable in- 
terest to a good many young men at 
the present moment is this: What are 
the sensations of a soldier the first time 
he is under fire? Of late many writers 
have attempted to answer this ques- 
tion, but no answer that I have seen 
has been wholly satisfactory, and for a 
very simple reason, viz., fighters are 
not usually writers, nor writers usually 
fighters. 

During the early part of our civil 
war J. W. Deforest was a captain in 
the Twelfth Connecticut. In an article 
of his entitled “The First Time Under 
Fire,” written while his experiences 
were fresh in his memory ,he describes 
With a practiced pen his feelings at the 
battle of Labadieville—not one of the 
most famous of our fights, to be sure, 
but one well calculated to try the cour- 
age of the raw recruit. 

Omitting the earlier portion of his 
article, in which he simply reiates what 
took place while his regiment was mov- 
ing southward, we come to where he is 
nearing the battle ground, and here we 
allow Capt. Deforest to speak for him.~ 
self: 

‘Reaching the bank of the river,” he 
says, ‘‘we found the pontoon bridge in 
position and the two howitzers which 
protected it firing slowly, while an un- 
seen rebel battery answered it with 
equal deliberation. Here we first came 
under fire, and here I first saw a 
wounded man. He lay in a carriage, 
his knee crushed bw a shot, his torn 
trousers soaked with dirty crimson, his 
face a ghastly yellow and his eyes look- 
ing the agony of death. 

“As we rushed down the inner slope 
of the levee an amazingly loud, harsh 
scream passed over us, followed by a 
sharp explosion and a splashing in the 
water. I was not alarmed, but rather 
relieved and gratified. ‘If they can’t 
aim better than that, I simply thought, 
they are welcome to fire all day.’ 

“T remember that my chief anxiety 
while crossing was lest I should wet 
my feet in the sloppy bottom of the 
flatboat. 

‘The terror of battle is not, I think, 
an ahiding impression, but one that 
comes and goes like throbs of pain. On 
the present occasion I was not op- 
pressed by any feeling which might be 
called alarm even. I was buoyed up 


by the physical excitement of rapid 
movement, By my anxiety that my 


company should do well, and by my 
ignorance of the really tremendous hor- 
rors into which battle may develop. A 
regiment of well-drilled greenhorns, if 
neatly brought into action, can charge 
as brilliantly as veterans. 

“Having gained the opposite bank 
where we were shut cut from the er- 
emy’s sight by an intervening v:ood 
we were joined by the Eighth New 
Hampshire. Presently an aide rode up 
with orders for us to rush through this 
wood and drive the enemy from Tris 
position. 

“As we approached the edge of the 
trees, the rebs caught sight of us and 
a shell screamed over our heads, pass- 
ing through th lower branches and 
sending down a shower of leaves. 
Nearly the whole regiment bowed low 
and gracefully, but without ‘salting or 
breaking. 

“The shells came fast now, the major- 
ity of them screeching over the colors. 
Four guns straight ahead were pound- 
ing at us, while Sim’s battery. half 
a mile down the bayou and on the other 
side, were nitching in iron at a ven- 
ture. 

“Beach shot came lower than the las? 
and I thought calmly: They will hit 
¢omething soon. I did not attempt 
to dodge. I reflected that a missile 
would hit me abecut,the same time 
! should hear it. I believed that the 
ayes of my soldiers werc upon me, 
and so fer examnple’s sake I kept my 
head steadfast. 

“T tought to myself: It is very pos- 
sie that they will hti me, but I hope 
not. and I think not. It seemed to 
me the most natural thing in the world 
that others should be killed and that 
tT should net. I have suffered more in 
every engagement since than I did in 


this first trial. It is, I believe, the 
usual experience. 
“Presently we reached a fence. With 


9 shout and a rush we flung our breasts 
ogainst it and down it went. We now 
entered a larze open field, and the rebs 
opened fire with their musketry. 

“It was not a volley, but a file fire— 
it was a leng rattle, such as a. boy 
makes in running with a stick along 

nicket fence, only vastly louder, and 
et the same time the sharp whit! 
whit! of bullets chippered close to our 
ear&rs. 

“In the field little puffs of dust 
jumped up here and there; on the other 
side of it a long, low roll cf smoke 
eurled upward, but no other vestige 
of an enemy could we see. 

“Two men of Co. D. dropped and 
rolled over each other. 


“The first Heutenant saw them, and 


to his mind they appeared to he struc 
gliing which should get undermost 
thus find shelter from the bullets, 
up, get into the ranks!’ 
shouted, hitting the uppermost with the 
flat of his saber. 
“One of the men silently pointed to a 


bloody’ hole in his trousers and lay 
quiet. The other rose with an amazed 
air, looked about for his rifle, picked it 
up and ren after his company. A bullet 
had struck vais man's piece, dashed it 
against him with such force as to 
knock him down, glanced, and passed 
through the thigh of his comrade. 

“The first lieutenant cf Co. G had his 
handon the shoulder of a laggard push- 
ing him forward into. line when a frag- 
ment of a shell struck the man in the 
breast and killed him instantly. 

‘Private Judson of Co. C suddenly 
flung up his arms with a loud scream 
and dropped dead with a ball in his 
heart. 

“A bullet struck the rifle of a man 
near me, knocking it off his shoulder, 
end over end for a couple of yards. 

“On the right of me a sharp crash as 
of dry bones broken with a hatchet 
drew my attention, and looking that 
way I saw Edwards, one of the color- 
bearers, fall slowly backward, raising 
ene hand to his mouth as the blood 
spurted from it. An ‘Oh!’ of pain and 
alarm burst from the poor fellow’s lips 
and in his eyes there was a stare of 
woful amazement. 

“IT had expected that such sights as 
this would be most depressing and ter- 
rible. It was not so. It was not even 
painful. It hardly seemed unnatural, 
It only produced a feeling of surprise. 

‘Kelley of the color guard seized the 
Stars and Stripes from the fallen man’s 
hand and bore them onward, calmly 
chewing his tobacco. 

“As yet we had not returned a shot. 
‘Oh, dear! when shall we fire?’ I heard 
one of the color. corporals exclaim in 
a voice of real anguish. 

“Just then, to the relief of all, the 
order came. 

“Four hundred rifles responded to- 
gether and sent one crashing, magnifi- 
cent volley into the hostile line of 
smoke ahead, for no other sign of the 
enemy was visible. The next second 
every one was reloading with fren- 
zied haste. 

“Suddenly the order was given to lie 
down. Down we went, all the more 
smartly, Ll think, because at that in- 
stant a shell flew between the colors 
with a deafening hoarse screech, as if 
the rebs had fired.a brace of mad cat- 
amounts against us. 

‘““‘Next moment the colonel shouted 
‘Forward!’ and springing up we ad- 
vanced. We had made our last stop. 

“The men were excited, but not 
frightened. On we went, file firing, 
Straight toward the enemy, in the 
teeth of belching cannon and musketry. 

“The swearing mania was irrepres- 
sible. I had never sworn at my men 
before, but at that moment I had a 
gift. In the rage of the charge, in the 
red presence of slaughter, it seemed as 
if every possible extremity of mere 
language was excusable, provided it 
vould aid in gainirge the victory. 

“Glancing awey to the left I saw the 
Eighth New Hampshire in confusion 
and dropping behind us like an ex- 
ploded steamer losing headway. 

“Onward we dashed until we were 
within 200 yards of the shrubbery which 
concealed the rebels. The first of Shem 
we caught sight of were Mouton’s re- 
serve, which came down the crossroad 
on a run to reinforce the threatened 
position. 

“As soon as they came in front of us 
they commenced an irregular firing. 
Which our right wing returned 


with 
such interest the — reserve suddenly 
broke ranks and disapeared into the 


thickets in the rear. 
“This evidently discouraged the en- 
emy directly in front of us, for im- 
mediately afterward they ceased firing 
and as I looked I saw a crowd of men 
spring up from behind a low fence, 
plunge across the road, and sweep off 
into the forest, actually jumping over 
each other in their haste to get away. 
“At this sight cur regiment raised a 
spontaneous yell of triumph and quick- 
ened, if possible, the fury of their fire 
“On we rushed, smack up to the 
fence, yelling with excitement and 
blazing away at the woods, although 
every living reb had disappeared. Our 
men were so worked up that it was all 
we could do to bring them to a halt 
They Wished to pursue at all costs . 
“For myself, I was in a state of 
amazement at what seemed to mea the 
feeble resistance of the enmy. and wa 
far from supposing that we had broken 
their main force and won the battle.” 
Thus ended the furious charge of La- 
badieville. It lasted an hour and 
twenty minutes, and the loss to the 
northerners was ninety killed and 
wounded.

Another instance of the crooked work

HE war, with the consequent 
military and naval movements 
along the South Atlantic Coast, 
has resulted in materially in- 


easing the work of the postal officials 
the South. The 
Department is keeping step, igura- 
tively speaking, with the War Depart- 
ment and the Navy Department. 
Wherever the United States flag goes, 
the mail sack follows apace. Prepara- 
tions have been completed for estab- 
lishing a United States postoffice upon 
Cuban soil as soon as the first landing 
of regular troops is made, or the first 
port is seized for permanent occupancy 
by the fleets. Eben Brewer has been 
designated by the Postmaster-General 
to take charge of the new postoffice, 
with a force of clerks, hang out his 
shingle designating the office, and pro- 
ceed at once to handling mai. 
It will be the first time this govern- 
ment has located a postoffice upon for- 
il. 
aavance, the service will be ex- 
tended, and when the occasion demands 
it, regular post routes will be estab- 
lished in Cuba, and Uncle Sam’s mail 
carrier will go upon his daily rounds. 
It will be no international arrange- 
ment at the outset, but will be con- 
ducted solely under the auspices of our 
own Postoffice Department. As vrog- 
ress is made in the conquering of Cuba, 
connection will be made with the pos- 
tal system which is now maintanied by 
the insurgents in the regions under 


New York or San Francisco will go

the interior of Cuba. 

HOW LETTERS REACH THE FLEET 
At the present time,the service of the 

postoffice stops at Jacksonville, Tampa, 

Key West or the ports on the Florida 


coast. Connection is made with the 
ships of the blockading fleet and the 
flying Squadron, but it is from the 


coast towns only. Letters addressed to 
the officers and men of the fleets mailed 
at points north or east of Washington 
are now carried south in the through 
postal cars. The department operates 
a railway mail service from Springfield, 
Mass., to Tampa, Fla., on a quick 
schedule. The postal car starts from 
Springfield and picks up the sacks at 
the cities and towns along the line. At 
Washington another car, if necessary, 
is attached to the train and a crew of

mail clerks carry it through to Charles- 
ton, S. C., without relay, where another 
crew takes hold. 


The through sacks from the north are 
made up, sealed, and stacked in one 
end ofthe car, not to be opened until 
their destination is reached. In the car 
which is attached at Washington, open 
sacks are placed, and at every post- 
office the mail is taken aboard the 
flyer. The letters for the way stations 
are assorted in the cases, made up 
into bundles to be sacked and thrown 
off as directed, while those for the 
fleet, the armies, or residents of Florida 
towns are distributed in the proper 
sacks. 


When Tampa is reached, if that is 
the nearest port to the vessel to which 
the mail is going, the postmasier segre- 
gates the’ mail for the officers and 
scilors and makes it up into other 
sacks to await ‘the arrival of the official 
dispatch boat from the ship, which puts 
in at convenient opportunities. 


A great deal of the mail goes to Key 
West for Admiral Sampson's fleet and 
Commodore Schley’s flying squadron, 
where it is sent out by the local post- 
master to the fleets and delivered by 
the dispatch boats to the proper offi- 
cers of each ship, who attend to the 
distribution of the letters. 

The mail for the armies at Tampa 
goes south in the same way. The 
pouches are delivered to the postmas- 
ter, and the army officials must apply 
to him for the mail» Great care is 
exercised in the handling of the mail 
after it leaves the postoffice at Tampa. 
Special messengers are detailed by each 
commanding officer to get the mail for 
the troops in particular vicinities, and 
they transport it to the camps, where 
it is kept in a stated place, at which 
the soldiers call and get their letters. 
The mail for Chickamauga passes 
through Washington, but goes out on 
another road. 

Since the outbreak of the war, no 
mail has gone to Cuba or come out of 
the island to the United States. No 
postal communication will be estab- 
lished until our troops are landed. 

It is not proposed to establish any 
system of espionage over the mails 
going to the fleets or to Cuba, when 
communication is onened with the is]- 
and. The sacredness of the seal of an 
envelope bearing the United \Siates 
postage stamp will be scrupulously 
observed. As much care will be taken

PICTURESQUE TALES OF FIGHTING 
AND WAR EXPERIENCES. 


Raising Funds to Build a Mona. 
ment to Arizona’s Dend Volun- 
teers—Capt. O'Neill's 
Memorial, 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) July 16.—({Reeu- 
lar Correspondence. } Arizona has @ 
new executive in the person of N. O 
Murphy, appointed by President Me- 
Kinley. The appointment came as a 
surprise to nearly every one, but was 
greeted with a-universal acknowledg- 
ment of its fitness. Mr. Murphy is 
now in Washington, and the very first 
person to telegraph him congratula- 
tions was Gov. McCord, whom he sue- 
ceeds, 


Mr. Murphy is no stranger to the 
people of Arizona, having. served as 
Territorial Secretary, Governor and 


delegate to Congress. His home is at 
Prescott. It is understood that he will 
assume office immediately. 

Gov. McCord, it is stated, sent in his 
resignation a week, ago in order to ac- 
cept the colonelcy of the Territorial 
regiment. It was thought that he 
could obtain indefinite leave of ab- 
sence, but in this, it is evident, he 
and his frtends have been mistaken. 
He is ,in all probability, the first execu- 
tive on record who has resigned office 
to go to war. A son, Guy McCord, 1€- 
signed his position as private secre- 


tary in order to’enlist in the Governor's 


regiment as a private. OF Gov., 
McCord will not take formal com- 
mand of his regiment, it is stated, until 
his successor arrives from Washington, 
LETTERS FROM THE FRONT. 

A great many letters from the volun- 
teers now at Tampa and in Cuba find 
their way into the local newspapers. 
Letters of this kind are eagerly sought 
after and copiously quoted by the Ari- 
zona press. A great many of the let- 
ters show considerable originality and 
make interesting reading, even where 
one is not acquainted With the persons 
mentioned, and an insight is often ob- 
tained into conditions as they exist at 
the front. A letter written by Harry B. 
Fox of Jerome has been’ printed by a 
number of papers. Mr. Fox describes 
the first fight of the Rough Riders and 
quotes the utterances of a captured 
Spanish captain, who said: “I don’t 
understand these American devils’ way 
of fighting. They shoot and then run 
forward and shoot again.” When the 
dead Rough Riders were buried, writes 
Mr. Fox, the entire regiment turned out 
and sang: ‘‘Nearer My God to Thee.” 
Searcity of writing paper, Mr. Fox 
concluded, prevented him from writing 
a longer letter. 

George L. Bryam, first lieutenant of 
the First United States Cavalry, has 
written a letter to Gov. McCord, in 
which he reiterates the statement that 
the Arizona flag was put up on the first 
blockhouse that was reached in the 
fight after landing at Jacquire. Mr. 
Bryam, in a postscript, says a complete 
list of the killed and wounded from 
Arizona will be sent as soon as it can 
be obtained. % 

CONCERNING WATRERMELONS. 

The watermelon crop in the Salt 
River Valley this year passes beyond 
the knowledge of man. The acreage 
controlled by the Growers’ Association 
is about 200, of which eighty is in one 
patch, owned by the Fowler Bros. Car- 
load shipments are being made almost 
daily to the best markets. Each of the 
growers furnishes as many melons from 
his patch as possible. Fine, large mel- 
ons are retailed on the streets at 5 cents 
each. A peculiarly Phoenix instiution, 
perhaps, is the watermelon wagon, 
which furnishes not only a melon for 
a modest stipend, but a knife with 
which to eat it as well. The ¢wagons, 
a half-dozen in all, do a thriving busi- 
ness, selling as high as 200 melons a day 
apiece. The Phoenix watermelon is 
red and luscious, equalling his Geor- 
gia brother in this respect. 

WATERMELON DAY. 

In view of the extreme popularity of 
the meion among all classes of people, 
it has been suggested that Phoenix 
have a watermelon day, at which 
everybody will be given all the water- 
melon he can eat, without naying a 
cent. The town of Rocky Fard, Cols., 
has a watermelon day that has already 
become famous nationally. Phoenix 
people are proverbially generous, and 
ought to be able to make a similar 
celebration equally as noted. 

THE SEVENTH CAVALRY. 

Late news from the East is to the 
effect that the noted Seventh Cavalry 
is to be recruited up to its full limit. 
This is taken to mean that the Seventh 
will be sent to the front, and will par- 
ticipate in the stirring activites else- 
Where. There is little authentic news 
on the subject, however. The Seventh 
is now scattered at various points in 
Utah, Arizona and the Indian Terri- 
tory, doing duty at what are known as 
“Indian posts.” Four troops of this 
regiment are stationed at Fort Grant 
Ariz., and two troops at Fort Hua. 
chuca, Ariz. If the report is correct 
and the Seventh is withdrawn from the 
West, the movement will meet with 
little or no protest from Territorial c fti- 
cials. According to all reports, the 
Apache Indians in the Arizona reser- 
vations were never more peacefully in- 
clined than they are now, apparently 
occupying themselves in raising large 
crops and even in working oh the 
new railroad at Globe. It is thought 
that if the Seventh is withdrawn. an- 
other regiment will be recruited to re- 
place it. Since hostilities began with 
Spain, Col, Sumner of the Seventh has 
been in command of the Department of 
the Colorado, and with 800 men he has 
been covering the same duties and ter- 
ritory that six regiments, comprising 
over 5000 men, have heretofore been 
doing.

Now that the city of Santiago de 
Cuba is again an open port, and un- 
der American protection, it will with- 
out doubt enter upon a season of pros- 
perity such as its somnolent inhabi- 
tants have never dreamed of. Want 
will speedily give place to plenty, 
and the depressing conditions which 
have prevailed for several months 
past—and in fact since the breaking 
out of the rebellion against Spain— 
will be succeeded by a veritable com- 
mercial and industrial boom. Amer- 
ican enterprise is sure to find favor- 
able openings for its exploitation in 
Santiago and vicinity. American 
capital will seek and find profitable 
investment. A greatly-increased de- 
mand for labor will ensue, and this 
will put good American currency into 
circulation, will supply the wants of 
the needy who are willing to work. 
and will inaugurate an era of progress 

’ and prosperity in Eastern Cuba, which 
will gradually extend to al! parts of 
the island, as our arms crush out the 
power of Spain and establish a new 
regime of law and order. 

**Peace hath her victories no less 
renowned than war.’ The victories 
of peace, in Cuba, will be far greater 
than the victories of war. When 
Spanish pOwer shall have been ef- 
fectually overthrown in the island. the 
upbuilding of the new Cuba wi!! be- 
gin in earnest. It will matter but 
little what is the form of govern- 
ment, so long as it leaves the peo- 
ple free to work out their destiny 
uphampered by unjust restrictions, 
and unoppressed by onerous taxation. 

The government of the United States 
will see that Cuba is given such a 
government. It may be necessary to 
maintain military authority in the 
island for months or for years, in or- 
der to bring about the desired re- 
sult; but it will surely be accom- 
plished in the end. If we are com- 
pélled to maintain a military govern- 
ment.in Cuba, it will be to protect, 
not to”oppress and rob the people. 
In this respect our military govern- 

' ment will be radically different from 
~ And the people 
% of Cuba—whether native or of Span- 
ish birth—will quickly learn the dif- 
ference between freedom and oppres- 
sion, and will soon, in al! probabil- 
yy. not only become reconciled to the 


new order of things, but will become 
ardent supporters of it. There will 
be an extensive colonization move- 
ment from the United States to Cuba, 
so soon as tranquillity has been re- 
stored throughout the island, and this 
will serve to Americanize the popula- 
tion and to fit it for ‘the responsi- 
bilities and duties of self-government. 

It is peculiarly fitting that the re- 


‘generation of Cuba should begin at 


Santiago. It was there that Spain 
first established her sovereignty in 
the island, nearly four centuries ago. 
The end of the Spanish regime of 
oppression and blood is at hand. The 
cruel wrongs of centuries are to be 
atoned, so far as possible, by the in- 
auguration of a new and better era of 
freedom, prosperity, and peace, 

It is expected that these oppressed 
people will have to be educated up 
to an appreciation of the blessings of 
liberty, end protected against them- 
selves until they are able to protect 
themselves. Santiago de Cuba is an 
excellent starting point for the 
propagation of the gospel of liberty, 
humanity, peace, progress, and pros- 
perity. 


OUR BOYS OF THE SEVENTH. 
Some of the newspapers of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles are do- 
ing their best to make it appear that 
the Seventh California Regiment is 
a mutinous, surly, unruly and unsol- 
dierly body of men, something their 
home people utterly refuse to believe 
as the truth. They are reported as 
complaining because they are being 
drilled and made soldiers of; that 
they are kicking against the orders 
issued by their superior officers, and 
that they ere uttering childish com- 
plaints about their rations. We re- 
fuse to believe any of these things, 
for the boys of the Seventh California 
are our own sons or the sons of our 
friends and neighbors, and we know 
them to be as good material, physi- 
cally, morally and mentally, as any 
men that are wearing the national 
uniform in the service of their coun- 
try. The newspapers that are en- 
deavoring to make them appear a 
body of kickers and complainers 
ought to be ashamed of themselves 
for bringing odium upon a splendid 
regiment of California troops. We 
repudiate with scorn any reflections 
upon the discipline or soldierly char- 
acter of our gallant boys in blue. 


SAN PEDRO HARBOR, 
The news that Secretary Alger has 
at length decided to do what he 
should have done long ago, and let 
the contract for the San Pedro break- 
water to the lowest bidders, comes 
after so many long, wearisome, un- 
necessary and vexatious delays, that 
many citizens of Los Angeles can 
hardly yet believe that we are really 
“out of the woods.” It is like the 
case in the fable, where.the boy ¢ried 
“Wolf” so often, without cause, that 
when the wolf really came his an- 
nouncement was not believed. 

The settlement of this question— 
supposing that it is definitely settled— 
closes what is undoubtedly one of the 
most extraordinary struggles that has 
ever been made by an American com- 
munity for a much-needed public im- 
provement, which has been repeatedly 
recomended by the branch of the gov- 
ernment service whose duty is to look 
into these matters. The extraordinary 
spectacle of a single private citi- 
zen acting as a power behind the 
throne, and preventing the accom- 
plishment of the just desires of a 
large and important section of the 
United States, is one that is not at 
all pleasing for the patriotic Amer- 
ican to contemplate. Still less so is 
the spectacle which we have lately 
seen, of a high government official 
aiding this wealthy citizen by every 
possible trick and device to succeed 
in his nefarious plans. 

The final decision to go ahead with 
the work on San Pedro Harbor is a 
great and well-deserved victory for 
the people of this section, the public 
bodies, and a great majority of the 
press, which have .so manfully and 
persistently battled for their rights, 
refusing to accept defeat, even when 
ceteat appeared to be absolute. 

The magnificent fight made by 
Southern California for this harbor 
improvement wil] undoubtedly inspire 
respect for us at Washington and aid 
us in future efforts that we may make 
} for favors at the hands ‘of the na- 
tional government.

during the past decade, is now-hold- 
ing its thirteenth annual session ut

In August, 1884, Prof. 
George R. Crow, with. a few associates, 
in a tent at Long Beach, laid, in a 
one-day session, the foundation of 
local organization.. Last year 
articles of incorporation were issued, 
naming Long Beach as the permanent 
home of the corporation, and reciting 
the purposes for which it is organized 
to be: “To establish a seminary of 


science and literature, give moral 
and religious instruction, and extend 
general intelligence and broad cul- 
ture among the people, and to acquire, 
hold, sell, lease, borrow money by 
mortgage or otherwise, and control 
real and personal property for these 
objects.” 

The programme arranged for this 
assembly is a most interesting one, 
including, in addition to a number of 
well-prepared papers on various sub- 
jects, a first-class musical programme. 
There are also a number of classes, 


including Bible study, normal school 
work, cookery and sewing, history, 
mathematics, botany and _ other 


branches in the summer school, which 
will last for four weeks. 

The Chautauqua is accomplishing 
much good, in a quiet and unosten- 
tatious manner. It-is an organiza- 
tion of which Americans have cause 
to be proud. 


STREET ADVERTISING. 

There has recently been a rather 
heated discussion in Los Angeles re- 
garding the propriety of permitting 
advertisements to be displayed along 
the sides of the streets, on large bill- 
boards. The advertising company got 
the best of the argument in this case. 
In this connection it is interesting 
to note from an exchange that in Eng- 
land and Germany there are organ- 
ized and growing campaigns against 
the use of streets and other public 
places for advertisements. Societies 
have been formed in both countries to 
prosecute offenders, and in addition 
there are associations of people who 
have pledged themselves not to 
patronize in any way anyone who ad- 
vertises on billboards where the eign 
disfigures the view. 

In Germany, as might be expected 
of a country where there is so much 
paternalism, more progress has been 
made in this direction than elsewhere. 
In Berlin there are even laws forbid- 
ding the playing of pianos within cer- 
tain hours, or in rooms with open 
windows. German objectors to street 
signs have been successful in getting 
a law on the statute books which 
covers all cases of vulgar and cb- 
jectionable sign advertising. It is di- 
rected against “gross nuisances,” and 
it has had the gratifying result of 
stopping the defacing of scenery and 
the flaunting of huge posters in hand- 
some streets. 

In Breslau an innkeeper was fined 
under the “gross nuisance” law “for 
placing a tasteless and offensive 
wooden fence along one of the finest 
parts of the roadway, thus wounding 
the sensibilities of the public.” 

In London an effort is: now being 
made to place all forms of street ad- 
vertising under municipal control. 
Large signs have already been abol- 
ished to a great extent. 

In the Eastern States there has 
been for several years a strong move- 
ment against the defacing of natural 
landmarks with huge advertising 
signs. Los Angeles is quite an 
Festhetic town, and it may be expected 
that some reforms of this kind will 
be inaugurated here before long. It 
is not necessary to abolish street 
signs altogether, but there should be 
a reasonable limit beyond which en- 
terprising agents are not allowed to 
deface the landscape. 


One of these days there may be an 
investigation as to why our troops 
were crowded into the sandy hole at 
Camp Merritt, San Francisco, on the 
line of the railways owned by Uncle 
Collis P. Huntington, when there 
was a far better camping ground on 
the government reservation at the 
Presidio, and ample space for ten 
times the number of soldiers that 
have been made to wallow in the sand 
in the dirty hole called Camp Merritt. 
Of course the rain of nickels for the 
Street railway lines owned by Collis 
P. Huntington and his associates 
may have had nothing to do with this 
outrage, and then again. maybe it 
had. There certainly ought to be an 
investigation’to find out about it. It 
is gratifying to know, however, that 
even at this late day the troops are 
to be moved to the Presidio, where 
their encampment should have been 
established in the first place, even 
though such establishment might not 
have conduced to an augmentation of 
the earnings of the railway lines 
owned by Collis P. Huntington. 


From all appearances the situation 
in Cuba between our forces and the 
insurgents is badly strained, a thing 
greatly to be regretted, but not en- 
tirely unlooked for by those who 
have a knowledge of Cuban charactér. 
One thing is certain, Cuba’ cannot 
achieve independence by provoking a 
contest with her liberators, nor will 
the Cubans be permitted to rob and 
murder the Spaniards in that island 
without hindrance. Now is the golden 
opportunity for the natives to show 
that they are capable of self-govern- 
ment-—their failure at this time will 
in all probability, mean failure for- 
eyer. But that fact will cut no figure 
in the work this nation has under- 
taken, for Cuba is to be made a free 
land civilized country despite Span-

From the conflicting dispatches re- 
garding the movements of Gen. Miles 
one is led to believe that that officer 
is going to show up suddenly at some 
point in Porto Rico, and administer 
a scare to the enemy that will make 
him surrender. before he hurt.

On with the dance; let the smashing 
be unconfined! : 


The fact that a great number of 
applications are being received from 
eastern capitalists for the new munici- 
pal bonds, indicates plainly that Los 
Angeles has a high financial standing 
in the East, and that, in the improb- 
able event of the city now acquiring 
the water plant, we should be able 
to make a profitable and satisfactory 
deal for a new lease—probably a 
far more favorable one than has yet 
been proposed. Meantime, however, 
the city will proceed to carry out its 
part of the contract with the Los An- 
geles Water Company. 


Patriotic Germans in New York are 
getting up a movement to present the 
national government with a battle- 
ship, armored and equipped. This 
will be a graceful and patriotic act, 
which will be appreciated by the na- 
tion. It was not necessary for Ger- 
man-American citizens to do this in 
order to show their fealty to the 
United States. German-American 
citizens, with very few exceptions, are 
among the most loyal members of 
Uncle Sam’s big family. 


If we secure the Philippines, Porto 
Rico, the Canaries, knock a few holes 
in Barcelona and Cadiz, and achieve 
independence for Cuba, it is probable 
that our government will forgo any 
money indemnity from Spain, particu- 
larly as that country hasn’t a cent in 
sight to pay with. Under the con- 
ditions above outlined we can well 
afford to be generous to a fault. 


It is reported that Gen. Toral is to 
be court-martialed for surrendering 
Santiago—or in other words for sub- 
mitting to the inevitable. But in or- 
der to punish Gen. Toral the Spaniards 
will be obliged first to get him in 
their power. If he choose to ask for 
American protection and hospitality 
until this thing blows over, he can 
have them for the asking. 


We trust that the Cuban junta is 
corré¢et in its assertion that the na- 
tives of the island are not resentful. 
regarding the provisional government 
we have established at Santiago, but 
permit us to remark that if they are 
it will be so much the worse for the 
insurgents. 


Spain has a coming man—and his 
name is Polavieja, but if our boys 
get after him with those Mauser 
rifles captured from the enemy, he 
won’t come more than forty feet be- 
fore he will have to about face and 
take to the brush. 


Now that the San Pedro Harbor 
contract is awarded and work is soon 
to begin, we may expect renewed 
and doleful ululations from the City 
of Grief. Its cup of bitterness will 
be so full that it must perforce slop 
over early and often. 


Zola has taken French leave and 
gone to Lucerne, Switerland, to avoid 
arrest. May the distance between 
him and the French authorities con- 
tinue to grow wider, is the wish of 
every lover of fair play. 


The Cabinet at Washington has not 
heard anything from Spain about 
peace, and does not want to hear, ac- 
cording to one of its members. No 
indeed, our arrangements for peace 
are not yet concluded. 


We have, as a nation, won some re- 
markable victories over Spain, but 
all of them are small potatoes com- 
pared with the one won by Southern 
California over Uncle Collis and the 
War Department. 


If the Queen Regent wants any con- 
cessions from this country we would 
warn her that she must “have no 
truck,” with the wretch Weyler, or 
her case will be prejudiced before 
court opens. 


If Gen. Miles moves on Porto Rico, 
and Watson sails for the coast of 
Spain simultaneously, it is going to 
be like watching a two-ring circus to 
keep track of their performances. 


Now that the San Pedro Harbor 
question is finally settled, we can con- 
eentrate our efforts on that other 
water question, which is scarcely of 
less importance to Los Angeles.

TESTIFIED TO AT ATLANTA. 


Meeting of Ten Thousand Confeder- 
ates Cheers to the Echo Speeches 
Which Extolled One Nation—A 

Remarkable Address by Gen. 
John BH, Gordon, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) July 20.—Ten thou- 
sand Confederate veterans and their 
friends completely filled the vast audi- 
torlum at Pledmont Park today end 
cheered to the*echo speeches which eu- 
logized the Confederacy, extolled one 
nation, and cast glowing tributes upon 
the records and achievements of the 
soldiers of the South in the war with 
Spain, Gwen, Gordon, surprisingly 
strong in volee, delivered a splendid 
speech, which thrilled the hearts of 
his audlence, and sent the famous rebel 
yell echoing into the rafters. 

The oration of the day was delivered 
by Charlea E, Hooker of Mississippi, 
and addresses were made by Gov. At- 
kinson, Hon, W. A. Hemphill, Mayor 
Charlies Colller and Representative 
Felder. Fully 40,00 veterans and vis- 
ljotrs are in the city. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


ATLANTA (Ga.,) July 20.—The morn- 
ing trains brought thousands of people 
into Atlanta to attend the opening exer- 
cise of the reunion of Confederate vet- 
erans. Twenty-three thousand veterans 
and their friends reached the city up 
to midnight. Not a room was to be 
had at any hotel last night, and but for 
the arrangements made by the com- 
mittee, which furnished sleeping quar- 
ters for 2000 veterans at the park, many 
of the old veterans would have been 
compelled to walk the streets. The in- 
terest of the day centered in the con- 
vention at Piedmont Park. Among 
those who arrived early and took seats 
on.the stand were Gen. Charles E. 
Hoker of Mississippi, the orator of the 
day; Gov. Atkins of Georgia; Gen. 
Dickenson, commander of the Florida 
division, and Gen. Stephen D. Lee, 
looked upon by some as a candidate 
for commander-in-chief. 

Before the gathering was called to 
order, three cheers were given for the 
“gallant son of Alabama,” Lieut. Hob- 
son, followed a moment later by three 
more for the famous cavalry officer 
now at the front, Gen. Joe Wheeler. 

Gen. John B. Gordon, the comman- 
der-in-chief, arrived at 11:20 o’clock, 
and was given a tremendous ovation. 
Cheer after cheer spread through the 
hall, and the audience could not be 
stilled for five minutes. Gen. Clement 
A. Evans, the commander of the Geor- 
gia division, called the convention to 
order at 11:30 o’clock, and prayer was 
offered by Rev. J. W. Jones of Vir- 
ginia, the chaplain-general of the 
United Confederate Veterans. In con- 
cluding his response to the addresses 
of welcome, Commander-in-Chief John 
B. Gordon said: 

“I press the question, what is the 
inmost meaning of these Confederate 
pageants? Are they due to any covert 
or sinister aims, or in the remotest de- 
gree to self-seeking? Their open ses- 
sions and published proceedings, Which 
all the world is challenged to inspect, 
furnish the answer. In the reunions 
and popular demonstrations will those 
who attend them be open to the sug- 
gestion of disloyalty to either of the 
tremendous’ results of the war—the 
freedom of the slave and the eternal 
unity of the republic? The protection 
of the negro by southern courts, his 
reliance upon southern sentiment and 
his education through white taxation 
in southern schools furnish the South’s 
answer to the first. To the second, 
loyalty to a perpetual union of the 
States and to the honor and glory of | 
the republic—the South has been con- 
tinually answering since the close of 
our civil war ,and she is answering to- 
day by the presence and prowess of 
her heroic sons at the front in the war 
with Spain. Her Lee, her Wheeler, her 
Bagley, her Blue, Her Hobson and her 
thousands of Volunteers who sprang to 
arms at their country’s call are an- 
swering from their camps in the Philip- 
pines and from the jungles of Cuba.

With 
our prayers and blessings they are en- 
listed in this war for high and holy 
purposes. Among the great ends to 
be attained in this conflict with Spain, 
the freedom of the oppressed people in 
these islands, the wider influence of 
America in the councils of the nations, 
the increased respect for her power on 
land and sea, there is still another 
achievement to be attained, no less 
glorious and far-reaching, namely, the 
obliteration of all traces of distrust 
among ourselves and the complete and 
long-delayed unification of the Ameri- 
can people, which shall be called in 
question no more forever.” — 


Burned Prison and Prisoner, 


ST. LOUIS, July 20.—A special to 
the Republic from Natchez, Miss., says: 
“A telegram received here today an- 
nounces that an infuriated mob had 
stormed the Simpson County Jail at 
Westville, killing W. T. Patterson, who 
was confined therein under the charge 
of murdering Lawrence Brinson, and 
the jail building was fired and the 
building and the body of the prisoner 
were burned. The body of the unfor- 
tunate man was literally riddled with 
bullets. Patterson killed Brinson in 
April, 1897, as the result of a quarrel.

Oppo- 
sition to the ‘‘proposed imperialistic pclicy 
of the Republican party’’ and to the admis- 
mission of the Hawaiian Islands to state- 
hood, was declared, and ‘‘undiminished ad- 
miration of and confidence in William J, 
Bryan’’ was expressed. 


Night Dispatches Condensed, 


A Chattanooga (Tenn.) dispatch says the 
Millburn-Bass wagon factory was burned last 
night. The loss is $125,000. 

The British bark Midas, Capt. Messenger, 
which sailed from Nagasaki, Japan, February 
14, for Portland, Or., has been posted at 
Lloyd’s as missing. 

A Shanghai cablegram says Prince He 
of Prussia, commander of the German squad- 
ron in Asiatic waters, has salled from Kiao- 
chau for Vladivostok. 

A special to the Salt Lake Tribune from 
Idaho Falls says a man giving his name as 
Charles Aherns fell under a freight train last 
night and had both legs cut off. He says his 
sister, Mrs. Bell, lives in San Francisco. 

Baron Fava, the Italian Ambassador, called 
at the State Department yesterday in refer- 
ence, it is asserted, to the Cerruti case. So 
far as can be learned, the matter remains in 
statu quo and no settlement has been reached, 

A Kingston (Jamaica) cablegram says the 
Boston Fruit Company’s steamer Ethelwold, 
Capt. List, bound for Philadelphia with a 
cargo Of bananas, ran on a reef outside Port 
Royal early yesterday morning. The British 
cruiser Pallas tried to pull her off, but failed, 
The cargo is being jettisoned. The ship is ly- 
ing easy and will probably be saved. 

A Chillicothe, O., dispatch says the town 
of New Holland, ten miles northwest from 
there, was nearly wiped out by fire at an 
early hour yesterday morning. All the bus- 
inéss houses in the principal street were 
destroyed. The only fire protection was a 
chemical engine, which became disabled when 
put to use. It is estimated that the loss will 
reach $75,000. 

A New York dispatch says the Norton-line 
steamer Merida, Capt.. Tompsett, which ar- 
rived yesterday from South American ports, 
lost three of her engineers from yellow fever 
during the voyage from Rio de Janeiro. The 
first of the victims was stricken one day out 
from Rio de Janeiro. All of the dead were 
from England. The steamer is detained in 
quarantine. There is no sickness om board. 

A St. Thomas, D. W. I1., cablegram says 
the Compagnie Generale Transatlantiquo’s 
steamer Olinde-Rodriguez, formerly the 
Franconda (gross tonnage, 3188, net, 1676.) 
plying between Havre and Haytian ports, is 
now three days overdue from Porto Plata 
Santo Domingo. It is supposed that she has 
been captured while attempting to run the’ 
blockade at San Juan de Porto Rico. After 
leaving San Juan July 4 she was warned not 
to attempt to enter on her return voyage. 

The annual State convention of the Pro- 
hibition party met at Prohibition Park at 
Lyndon, Md., yesterday. The convention an- 
nounced but one Congressional candidate, 
Franklin Mewshaw, of the Fifth District. 
There were 236 delegates present, but there 
seemed to be a dearth of Congressional tim- 
ber. The platfom adopted has this to say, in 
relation to the army canteen: ‘‘We believe 
that the so-called army canteen as an aid- 
junct to military camps, is one of the most 
dangerous and destructive phases of the 
great curse of strong drink, and should at 
once be prohibited by the United BStates.”’ 

The Hongkong correspondent of the London 

Daily Mail says the rebellion in the province 
of Kwang-Si is being rapidly suppressed. The 
imperial troops are dispersing the rebels and 
recapturing the cities they had seized. The 
Shanghai correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
telegraphing Wednesday, says a slight Chinese 
outbreak occurred that morning in the set- 
tlement. The police charged the mob and ar- 
rested five | ers. It is reported that an ar- 
rangement has been made with regard to the 
Ning-Po josshouse. The ench agree to 
abandon their scheme for carrying a road 
through it in exchange for an extension of 
the French concession. 
The Berlin correspondent of the London 
Times says a singular story is current to the 
effect that the officers of the Detmold garrison 
in the principality of Lippe-Detmold, having 
refused to pay to the members of the family 
of the regent of Lippe-Detmold the honors he 
considered due, the regent, who had vainly 
appealed to the general in command, referred 
the whole matter to Emperor William, who 
sent him this reply: ‘‘My general has orders 
to render to the regent what belongs to the 
regent, nothing more. As for the rest, I ob- 
ject to the tone in which you have allowed 
yourself to couch your letter.’’ There seems 
to be reason to believe the story has some 
foundation. 


HAYTI AND FRANCE. 


Madame Hermanie a Bone-and-Rag 
of Contention, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


PORT AU PRINCE, (Hayti,) July 20. 
[By West Indian Cable.] It is ru- 
mored here that some friction is likely 
to arise betwecn France and the Hay- 
tien Republic. In spite of the remon- 
strances and urgent demands of the 
French Minister, the Haytien Govern- 
ment still refuses to abrogate the re- 
cent decree of expulsion issued against 
Madame Hermanie, a French subject 
who was expelled as a person danger- 
ous to public security, shortly after her 
notorious collusion in the cathedral 
with Madame Simon Sam, wife of the 
President. The government is much 
irritated by certain articles damaging 
to Hayti that have recently appeared 
in the Matin, the Libre Parole, the 
Autorite and other Parisian journals. 

At the dinner given by the President 
at the palace today, to the members 
of the diplomatic corps, the only for- 
eign representative absent was the 
French Minister. The relations be- 
tween the two governments are evi- 
dently much strained.

This act also provided for a 
This form of 
government did not operate satisfac- 
torily, however, and was abolished 
June 20, 1874, when an act was passed 
providing for a temporary government 
with three commissioners instead of a 
governor as the executive department. 
This plan prous@ so satisfactory that 
the present form of government by 
three commissioners, as the executive 
head, was adopted by an act passed 
July 11, 1878. Congress, as is well 
known, is now the general legislative 
power of the District, although the 
commissioners make minor municipal 
regulations.

FLEEING FROM SANTIAGO 


> 


HOW THE PANIC-STRICKEN PEO- 


PLE FORSOOK THE CITY. 


A Motley Array of Refugees Seeking 
Safety from the Fire of Ameri- 
can Guns, “Some in Rags, Some 
in Jags and Some in Velvet 
Gowns.” \ 


{John R. Rathom in San Francisco 
Chronicle:] I saw a sight this morn- 
ing unlike anything I ever saw before, 
and such as [1 never want to see again. 
In response to the dignified appeals of 
the foreign consuls in the city of San- 
tiago, the general commanding our 
army bound himself yesterday not to 
fire a shot on the enemy until noon to- 
day, provided that the consuls could 
exert influence enough to keep the 
Spanish from firing in the mean time. 
The truce was asked for in order to 
allow foreigners to retire from the 
town and reach a place of safety in 
the hills. 

No shot disturbed the stillness of the 
night, and everything has continued 
quiet today. At 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, up in the trenches on top of San 
Juan hill, overlooking the city, half 
a dozen of us were lying in the mud 
among the bovs of the Seventy-first 
New York, when we saw a great mass 
of people emerging from the north- 
Some of the 
officers of the regiment, keyea up and 
nervous through the continuous ex- 
citement of the last few days, were 
about to order their men to open fire, 
but in another moment we could see 
plainly that there were no soldiers in 
the mob that began to twist like a huge 
snake along the wide road leading to 
our advance lines. 

As they came nearer we could distin- 
guish wagons and peculiar little ve- 
hicles drawn by mules, wadged in be- 
tween the marchers, and a few mo- 
ments later the individual components 
of the mass began to show themselves 
It was the flight from a doomed city, 
proof positive that we were closer to 
a decisive victory, and proof also that 
thousands of people preferred to sacri- 
fice homes and property rather than 
take the slim chance of success of the 
Spanish arms. Almost at the head of 
the procession, and a conspicuous fig- 
ure by reason of a dress of handsome 
black silk, when nearly all the rest 
of the fugitives were clothed in white, 
was a Spanish lady nearly 70 years old. 
Her mantilla was of the most costly 
lace, and her fingers were covered with 
rings, but she seemed. to walk along 
the filthy highway from preference, 
and, with folded arms, passed by us, 
looking at our soldiers with haughty 
contempt. 

Two beautifully-dressed ladies, Cas- 
tillian in every feature, her grandchil- 
dren, probably, followed along behind 
her, and as the little group passed our 
boys stood in silent sympathy. No 
courtiers could have acted in better 
taste, and in return for her black and 
Sullen glances they gave her as much 
respect as they would have accorded tu 
their own mothers. 

Following her came a motley proces- 
sion. English families in all sorts of 
vehicles with wagons full of household 
furniture, passed in large numbers, 
and very few of them failed to make 
some cheery salutation to the soldiers 
as they went by. They waved their 
handkerchiefs vigorously, and one typi- 
cal Englishman, side-whiskered, rosy- 
cheeked and all, halted his family in 
front of us. He had three setter dogs 
by a strap in one hand, and held his 
five-year-old son by the other. 

“Boys,” he said, “everything I’ve got 
in. the world is in that old town, but 
give ’em brimstone.” He did not use 
the word brimstone, but that will 
stand. With one accord the troops let 
him have a hearty cheer. 

In the succeeding groups came 
crowds of pacificos and lowly Spanish 
families. Here and there were French 
people, easily distinguishable by reason 
of their looks, their dress and the be- 
longings they carried. Two French la- 
dies had bird cages neatly rounded 
with muslin and lace, parasols over 
their heads, and their wagon rumbling 
along behind them held all sorts of 
dainty bric-a-brac and small pieces of 
furniture. 

It was noon before the long proces- 
sion numbering fully 8000 people, most 
of them women -and children, _ had 
passed our outside lines. They were 
then escorted by special details of 
men and given safe conduct to a beau- 
tiful valley north of the captured town 
of Caney, where they will be looked 
after as well as possible. There will 
undoubtedly be considerable distress 
among a section of the refugees. Fully 
a third of them have been used to good 
food and best of living, and these will 
fare badly on a diet of common bacon 
rations and hard bread. Everything 
possible will be @one, however, to 
ameliorate their condition. 

Things remained very quiet at the 
front when the procession had passed, 
so I left the trenches for a few hours 
and went among them after the crowd 
had been taken to their temporary 
homes. 

Many were housed in and under the 
wagons, and a large number of others 
had found shelter in hastily-con- 
structed huts of mango branches and 
cocoa palms, put up for them by Cuban 
soldiers acting under Gen. Shafter’s or- 
ders. The German and English people, 
though their women-folk were mostly 
tearful and distressed, seemed to be 
making the best of the situation, but 
the French families and pacificos were 
utterly bewildered.

Adjournment of the Hawatiian Legis. 
lature—Awaiting News of Annex- 
ation—How it Feels to Be 
Out of the World. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
(H. I.,) July 8.—The 

eople of Honolulu are becoming so 
accustomed to the five whistles, blown 
whenever a transport or war vessel is 
sighted, that they are more like them- 
selves, and do not rush wildly ta the 
waterfront without regard to any- 
thing excepting getting there within 
fifteen minutes after the whistles 
sound. Then the vessels, during the 
last few days have arrived at a very 
early hour in the morning, and the 
Honoluluite, either native or foreign 
born, dearly loves his morning nap, 
and is apt to consider that the vessels 
can come in without his assistance. 

At an early hour this morning there 
were nine vessels connected with the 


a American navy lying in the Honolulu 


Harbor. This number includes the tug 
Elen, which has been used as an Amer- 
ican transport to convey soldiers to and 
from the vessels, which on account of 
lack of wharf room, have been en- 
chored in the stream. The Monterey 
and the Brutus started for Manila July 
1. They attempted to get away June 
28, but after they were out about six 
miles, some part of the machinery on 
the Brutus broke down, and both boats 
returned. Men who seem to know what 
they are talking about say the United 
States made a mistake when she pur- 
chased the Brutus, and prophesy that 
before the vessels are half way to Ma- 
nila the Monterey will be compelled to 
tow the Bruts, instead of receiving 
that service from her. The machinery 
which broke down had been repaired 
just before she left here on the 28th. 

The glorious Fourth passed very 
quietly. The principle attraction was 
the railroad excursion to Waialua, 
fifty-five miles from Honolulu, which 
is now having a little boom as the tem- 
porary terminus of the track of the 
Oahu Railway and Land Company. 
Waialua does not count for much as 
a town, but it has.a rich sugar cane 
plantation, a good-sized stream of 
running water called the Waialua 
River, and a large area of rich land, 
well watered from artesian wells, that 
will one of these days all be planted 
to. cane. 

United States Minister Harold M. 
Sewell held a reception at which only 
members of the diplomatic and consu- 
lar corps were present. This was, in 
case annexation takes place within a 
year, the last Fourth of July reception 
to be given by an: American minister 
in Hawaii.

fon the Fourth. The association, which 


is large and influential, selected the 
Fourth to show its friendliness for the 
United States. 

The usual national salutes were fired 
aboard ships, and also on shore; and 
almost every vessel in the harbor, in- 
cluding the U. 8S. monitor Monadnock, 
and the Nero, both of which arrived on 
the evening of July 3, was “dressed” 
with lines of flags reaching in some 
cases from the water to the very tip 
of the tallest mast. The sight was 
particularly beautiful; for more than a 
thousand flags must have been dis- 
played. However, considering the po- 
litical situation, it was a very quiet 
Fourth Not because of a iack of 
patriotism, but rather because the 
Americans were busy in really serving 
their country by arranging to care for 
the United States troops. The Ha- 
waiians are always ready to celebrate 
anything, especially holidays, and 
made up in noise what they lacked in 
patriotism; and the small boy behaved 
as small boys usually do on “the day 
we celebrate.” And the American 
flags waved, as they have been doing 
here since we received news that the 
first transports were likely to arrive. 
So it was something like the Fourth 
after all. 

The transports City of Para and Ohio 
arrived in port on the morning of July 
5. As soon as possible the mgn were 
marched to Waikiki, Honolulu’s beach 
suburb, where they enjoyed a bath; 
then to the grounds of the Executive 
building for the banquet. The Indiana 
and the Morgan City steamed into the 
harbor early in the morning of July’6, 
and the Valencia came next day. The 
last to arrive was the Newport, with 
Gen. Merritt aboard; she got in at 5 
a.m. July 7. 

It has been a great time for Honolulu. 
We have seen nothing of the unpleas- 
ant side of this affair. The vessels, no 
matter what time of the day or night 
they have arrived, have been met by 
the Committee of Welcome and the 
Government Band in a small steamer. 
And there have been music and cheer- 
ing and laughter and flowers, and a 
world of good-fellowship. .To us a sol- 
dier is simply a soldier on the way to 
Manila to fight for the liberty of the 
Cuban people, and the whole affair is 
a sort of jollification. We have no 
brothers ‘or fathers or husbands or lov- 
ers or sons among them, and we know 
nothing of the agony of a parting m 
which there may be no future meeting. 
Here the boys are feasted and enter- 
tained, and they march and drill, lounge 
about, take their baths and write to 
the “home folks,” and talk to the girls. 
who wear their prettiest dresses and 
their sweetest smiles. You pass many 
of the boys sitting on the edge of the 
narrow sidewalks eating pie or fruit, 
and always laughing—so we should not 
be blamed if we cannot realize that the 
future holds a dark picture, and we 
prefer to look at a brighter one. 

Yesterday I stood on a corner to 
watch the men from Minnesota pass by 
on their way to the baseball grounds 
for a drill. This is the handsomest lot 
of men I ever saw, and their move- 
ments in the drill are almost perfect. 
Just as the band at the head of the 
procession passed the corner where I 
stood, it struck up the air of ‘‘Home., 
Sweet Home,” and a wistful look came 
into the eyes of some of the more boy- 
ish soldiers. A moment later the tune 
was “Should Auld Acquaintance be 
Forgot,” which changed into ‘The 
Girl I Left Behind Me,” and a soldier 


| who stood near me on the sidewalk 


said to another embryo veteran, “Why 
dont’ they cut that kind of music and 
give us ‘Dixie?’” But he got no an- 
swer, for his companion had turned 
away, and was looking earnestly at a 
box of ferns and wiping away the tears 
he could not manage to hide. But ina 
moment the notes of the inspiring “Star 
Spangled Banner’ were wafted back 
by the Hawalian breeze, and there was 
a sudden movement among the com- 
panies, and every man threw k his

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soldier, and, for a moment, the dream 
of Katie or Minnie, or some other girl, 
and the dear old home was forgotten. 

The banquets given the mem were 
successes in every way. Last Wednes- 
day things looked a little dubious for a 
few minuts, on account of a strike 
among the waiters just before the sol- 
diers arrived on the grounds. The 
waiters had been given a dollar each 
for about three hours’ work, and just 
at the wrong time they demanded $1.50 
for the same time. Capt. Ashley, who 
has superintended the serving of the 
meals, refused to be imposed upon, and 
sent for the women, who responded im- 
mediately. And so it happened that 
the men of the United States army re- 
ceived their coffee and the other things 
which went to make up a rather elabo- 
rate meal, from the hands of the wives 
and daughters of Senators, ministers 
of State, and representatives of for- 
eign countries. 

Thursday afternoon I saw Mrs. [Dole 
receive the well-known Astor Battery. 
The reception was held under a large 
monkey-pod tree, just after the con- 
clusion of the banquet. Several of the 
women who assisted Mrs. Dole in re- 
ceiving the guests wore the aprons they 
had not removed when they had fin- 
ished waiting on the soldiers. These 
aprons were not dainty lawn, berib- 
boned affairs covered with lace, but 
the large, old-fashioned aprons that 
are useful rather than ornamental. 
And the Astor men bowed and smiled 
just as though they were accustomed 
to being received by the wives of Pres- 
idents, who were assisted by ladies 
wearing kitchen aprons, 

The ldaho men and some others were 
‘delighted with Honolulu. They ar- 
ranged for an out-door entertainment, 
consisting of baseball, tug-of-war, etc., 
but the men were unexpectedly ordered 
back to the boats before this affair and 
several others which had been planned 
could be “pulled off.” It was ‘reported 
that a couple of men on the Ohio were 
anxious to give a boxing contest as a 
compliment to the ladies of Honolulu. 
This was something like the Irishman, 
who, on being asked to sing at a party, 
said he. was no singer, “‘but, to please 
the ladies,” he would’ “lick the best 
man in the room!” 

The boys of the Third ‘United States 
Artillery have complimented the ladies 
of Honolulu by presenting them with a 
handsome fiag. This flag had been 
given the company by thé tadies of:San 
Francisco. Each battery had an inter- 
est in it, and they had expected to 
carry it to Manila with them. But 
they finally decided that “any old flag 
would do,” so long as it was an Ameri- 
can one, and the ladies of Honolulu 
are ahead one flag. 

Soda water was free to the soldiers 
at the drug stores, and one store re- 
ported having handed 1500 glasses over 
the caunter in one day. The men, who 
seemed to think they should do some- 
thing to show their appreciation of the 
courtesy, almost invariably shook hands 
with the Chinamen back of the counter. 

The girls of Honolulu feel they have 
been imposed upon since the boys are 
not wearing brass buttons to any ereat 
extent. The soldiers seem to like their 
new suits of brown dungaree—but the 


ordinary kind—little flat black affairs 
no self-respecting girl would look at. 
The men of the two previous “inva- 
sions” must have left several pounds of 
the brass buttons, so qear to the .aver- 
age girl’s heart, in Honolulu. And yet 
the man who had a button or so miss- 
ing from his coat was forced to spend 
an hour or so in the guardhouse. It 
was really too bad—for a fellow can’t 
' always be watching all the buttons on 
his coat. Andif he becomes interested 
in something’ across the street and a 
girl happens to get hold of hig knife 
and cuts a button or so from his coat, 
he should not be blamed for it. I 
saw one man on his way back to the 
vessel completely brass-buttonless—but 
his coat was pinned together with 
hairpins, and.he looked happy. 
The men have four suits apiece, brown

Every soldier carries with him a very 
handy article which was given him 
by the Red Cross Association. It is a 
long piece of cloth, which folds up 
into a bundle just about the size of an 
ordinary envelope, but quite thick, and 
is tied with a red, white and blue rib- 
bon. There are two pockets in the 
piece of cloth, which hold the followin 
articles: A little box of buttons, a car 
of black silk, another of black thread, 
a small paper of pins, a paper of hooks 
and eyes, a piece of new cheesecloth 
and a piece of old linen, an envelope 
containing court plaster and some blank 
cards, a tiny candle and a little box of 
matches. Then there is a needle case 
containing needles (mostly large ones) 
and some safety pins. 

The local Red Cross Society is kept 
busy these days. Several of the sol- 
diers, who were sick, were carried to 
the hospital as soon as the vessels ar- 
rived. Then there are several cases of 
measles. When the first transports ar- 
rived, June there were {fourteen 
men down with the measles. These 
men were removed to the quarantine 
station, but not until others on the 
vessels had been exposed. As a result 
there are several cases here now, but 
the disease is not spreading. Two Min- 
nesota men are laid up as the result 
of a bicycle tandem wreck. Murat Hal- 
stead is quite sick of fever. He may 
be compelled to return to the United 
States instead of going to Manila. 

By noon, July 8 the good-bys had 
been said, and the transports were on 
their way to Manila. The Newport was 
the last to leave and was accompanied 
by the tug Bleu for a couple of miles. 
The ‘Committe of Welcome and the 
government band were aboard the Eleu, 
The band, directed by Capt. Berger, 
played patriotic music and the soldiers 
on the Newport all sang to the music.

WHERE PROSPERITY BEGINS. 


The exports of agriculture in the fiscal 
year just ended brought into the county 
nearly $850,000,000. This beats a record. 
In 1881 and again in 1892 these exports 
reached a value of about $700,000. In 
the year ended June 30, 1897, the figure 
fell a little short of $700,000. In 1896 it 
Was only about $600,000. For most of the 
past year exports of breadstuffs alone 
a@geregated nearly $100,000,000 a day. 
The shipments of corn’ were about 210,- 
000,000 bushels, and of wheat 215,000,000, 


Provisions sent abroad brought back 
$160,000, 000, Farmers as a rule are 
Spenders, not savers. The streams of 


money which have gone into their pock- 
ets have not stayed there. They have 
passed through. going to the makers of 
Bgricultural implements and machinery. 
The railroads have taken a large slice 
of the money, and these, too, have sent 
a considerable portion of their earn- 
ings to the rolling mills and locomo- 
tive shops to pay for steel rails and en- 
gines. The factories and mills have 
paid most of the money out for labor 
and for iron ore and coal, and this has 
gone to pay the miners. The wage- 
earnerssave little,and their wages have 
gone for food products, thus finding 
their way back to the farmers again: 
or they have gone for clothes, and that 
money has gone to pay other Wage- 
earners, or back to some other farm to 
pay for wool.
